It is the Hebrew Thanksgiving,

deliverance and redemption. 
Seder is also called the Passover Dinner, commemorating 
the protection of God as the Angel of Death passed over 
every family protected by the Blood of the Paschal Lamb. 
Seder is that famous Dinner called The Last Supper, 
hosted by Jesus for His disciples. Seder, as the setting for 
Jesus' Last Supper, was the event Jesus choose to 
announce The New Covenant. And it was at this Seder 
that Jesus asked all of us to do this in remembrance of 
Him.

"Forget the former things; do not dwell on the past. See, I am doing a new thing! Now it springs up; do you 
not perceive it?" What is this new thing God is doing? God has always given His people His grace and love. 
What is this new thing? 

St. Paul sums up what God's new thing is for him: "Whatever was to my profit I now consider loss for the 
sake of Christ." God worked a new thing in St. Paul, and He is working that same new thing in us. 

The old has passed away. The blessed new thing is forgiveness, faith, and eternal life through the saving 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ. We do not dwell on the past with its earthly desires and values. We 
are a people of God's new thing. We sinners are forgiven and by God's grace, we are transformed. Our old 
selves are past. God's new thing shines out through us, His people. 

George Santyana wrote, "Those who cannot remember the past are condemned to repeat it." For a lot of 
things in this world, that may be true. But Christians live in the present and the future. We leave behind our 
old selves, just as St. Paul did. Through the grace of God in Christ Jesus, we are not condemned to repeat 
the past. We live lives that are truly God's new thing. 

God is doing a new thing for us and in us. We live in forgiveness, grace, and faith. We don't live in the 
past. Ours is a new time, God's new time, resurrection time.
